What possible connection 
could lie between three weary 
men plodding through 'he drifts 
and ice-bound meadows of the 
Sierra Nevadas—and us valley 
dwellers whose mountain activ¬ 
ity is confined to admiration 
from below?

I just saw a 16 mm. color film 
of the completed snow survey. 
Threading in through a stand of 
groat pines were three lumpy 
figures on skis. Hunch-backed 
with packs, they wore snow 
goggles and heavy white oint¬ 
ment on their noses and cheeks. 

They slogged along in single 
file, using skis for work, not 
sport. The man who was break¬ 
ing trail suddenly changed his 
stride, dropped behind and the 
r(?xt man took over the task. 
The sky was blue-bright above, 
the dark trees white-tipped and 
the snow fields brilliant and de¬ 
ceiving. 

Then the colors in the film 
changed. The sky grew leaden 
and the trees greyed as the 
snow began to filter down faster 
and faster. But the figures plod¬ 
ded on—no change of pace a1- 
tliough the snow was blinding 
and the mountains obscured. 

There was no trail to lose 
since they wore making their 
cwn.
